SUBJECT: Hand ing of Map Requests from Members of Congress 

REFERENCE: Ch/G Memo to DD/l, 15 April 19&), subject: Requests 

for Maps from Members of Congress 


The following policy and procedures are to be followed In handling 
map requests from members of Congress, their offices and Congressional 
Committees. They have been developed in discussions with the Legisla- 
tive Counsel, and on the basis of approval granted by the DD/l on the 
proposals made in the referenced memorandum. 

a. All requests for unclassified maps which come 
directly from members of Congress and their offices — 
and indirectly through the Department of State and the 
Library of Congress -- shall be honored, and maps trans- 
mitted either directly or indirectly to the requester. It 
is preferable to fulfill the request directly from the Map 
Library Division to the requester rather than have the 
Department of State or the Library of Congress act as an 
Intermediary. 

b o No attempt will be made to hide the source of the 
map as being either CIA produced or held. 

«. Only unclassified maps in limited quantity will 
be supplied to the requester. If maps in quantity for 
Inclusion In reports are requested, an ad hoc decision on 
the fulfillment of the request will be made by the Chief, 

D/GC and Chief, D/GL, and if necessary in consultation with 
the Legislative Counsel. 

d. If kn own, maps will not be supplied to members of 
Congress to fill their constituents' requests. Advice may 
be given for procurement from other map sources.

e. In cases where we believe CIA-produced maps may 
be good public relations items, the Chief , D/GC wiii 
furnish copies to the Legislative Counsel for delivery 
to individual, members or committees of Congress. 

f . All maps going to members of Congress, Congres- 
sional Committees or offices shall be sent under a 
transmittal bucl.sllp naming the person to whom they are 
directed (the requester) and the title of the map or maps 
being sent. A carbon copy of the transmittal buckslip 
shall be sent to the Legislative Counsel in order that he 
may be currently advised of these kinds of relationships 
with members of Congress.
